ENTHUSIASTIC consumer acceptance of Arm- 
strong's strikingly original Multiplane Embossing 
accounts for the introduction of twelve new Multiplane 
Embossed patterns of exceptional beauty and freshness. 

EMBOSSED FEATURES 

In the Heavy Gauge assortment of these new 
Multiplane Embossed patterns, there is a particularly 
novel chevron-and-circle design effect. 

Medium Embossed — in three new patterns — is 
distinguished by a new type of ground. This is an un- 
usual polychrome coloring in soft tones that set off to 
advantage the discs, blocks, and lines. 

Stars are pleasingly incorporated in three of this 
year's Standard Embossed patterns, while discs and 
blocks are featured in the other new patterns. 

STRAIGHT LINE INLAID 

Stars also make their appearance in four of the new 
Standard Gauge Straight Line Inlaid Patterns — 0455, 
0456, 0457, and 0458. Here, the stars are used against 
marbleized grounds in combination with overlay lines 
and interesting angle blocks. In the three new Heavy 
Gauge Straight Line Inlaid patterns, especially strong 
emphasis is placed on the popular overlay effect. 

MARBELLE AND JASPE 

Armstrong's important position in the custom-de- 
signed floor market is further fortified by the addition 
of four Marbelles, one Jaspe, and cerulean blue in 
Plain linoleum. All these patterns 
will be available in Heavy, Medium, 
and Standard Gauges. 



LINOFLOR 

As a further recognition of the call 
for custom floor effects in the lower 
brackets of the market, the Linoflor 
line is strengthened by three hand- 
some Marbelle colorings — Nos. 1905, 
1906, and 1907. Pattern 1905 in 
particular is a welcome addition be- 
cause it supplies the need for a 
black marbling in this material. 

In Inlaid Linoflor, three new pat- 
terns offer an unusual treatment of 
linked accent lines on an open ground. 



TEXTURED EFFECT IN FELT-BASE 

Most refreshing of the features evident in the 1940 
felt-base offering is a textured effect that will be found 
in both Quaker and Standard Rugs and Piece Goods. 
In the Quaker line, this textured motif is expressed in 
the charming needle-point patterns — Nos. 4785, 4786, 
4787, and 4788. Nos. 4805 and 4806 also fall into the 
textured group. In the Standard line, an unusual 
damask textured tile effect is found in such patterns as 
Rug No. 4470 and Floor Covering No. 12410. A new 
leaf effect is presented in Standard Rugs Nos. 4460, 
4461, 4462, and 4463. 

Felt-base is further strengthened this year, by the 
addition of two new and colorful patterns in Quaker 
Passage Covering — Nos. P-250 and P-251. 

Fern effects and Mellow Tone Marbling, both of 
which have met with high success, continue as important ' 
features in the 1940 felt-base rugs and floor coverings. 

COLOR TRENDS RECOGNIZED 

In the entire assortment of new patterns, both 
linoleum and felt-base, there is a definite return to 
green as the high-style color note. Green will be found 
not only as an accent color in many of the patterns, 
but also as the principal ground coloring. Blue, how- 
ever, which has recently enjoyed great popularity, 
continues in favor and finds ample representation in 
the current offerings. Black and white patterns, 
particularly those marked with brilliantly colored 
accents, which have been top-rank volume producers 
in the recent past, continue to hold 
their position as style leaders.

PUBLIC acceptance of Armstrong's Linoleum as a 
high-quality material made by a dependable 
manufacturer rests upon the following solid foundations : 

(1) Quality is built into the goods not only by the 
grade of materials used and the painstaking care that 
is typical of every operation, but also by a large num- 
ber of exclusive features that have been developed by 
Armstrong; (2) for twenty-three years, Armstrong has 
been telling the public about Armstrong's Linoleum 
Floors through a continual program of advertising in 
national magazines; (3) Armstrong has provided its 
merchants with assistance in designing, laying, and 
selling linoleum floors. 

Let's examine each of the above points in detail, 
starting with the exclusive Armstrong quality features: 

PLAIN AND JASPE 

Smooth Surface — Because finely ground cork is 
used, the surface of Armstrong's Plain and Jaspe 
Linoleum is exceptionally smooth. 

Custom-Craft Dies — A wide variety of custom 
floors can be created at low cost from various colors of 
Armstrong's Plain, Jaspe, Marbelle, and Monobelle 
Linoleum, by the use of these ten dies — another ex- 
clusive Armstrong development. 

MARBELLES AND MONOBELLES 

Superior Key Construction — A better bond that pre- 
vents the linoleum mix from coming loose from the 
burlap is obtained by a special process developed by 
Armstrong which starts with a thin layer of Plain 
linoleum calendered into the burlap back, and is 
followed by the marbleized linoleum layer. 

Subtle Graining — Because of another Armstrong 
development, the marbling of Armstrong's Marbelle 
and Monobelle Linoleum is finer and more even. 

STRAIGHT LINE INLAIDS 

Armstrong's Straight Line Inlaid Linoleum offers 
the same advantages found in Plains and Marbelles — 
smooth surface and superior key plus an unusual 
variety of well-styled designs and colors. 

EMBOSSED INLAIDS 

Included in this grade of linoleum, produced by an 
exclusive Armstrong process protected by patents, are 
many unusual design effects such as Multiplane Em- 
bossing, shaded and marbleized inset blocks. Stream- 
lining of the embossing assures ease of cleaning. 

PRINTED LINOLEUM 

Mellow Tone Marbling is an exclusive feature 
found in five Armstrong's Printed Linoleum patterns. 



LINOFLOR 

Safety-Back — An exclusive feature of Linoflor is a 
special Safety-Back which permits cementing the 
goods direct to the floor and removing it later without 
damage to the subfloor. The wide assortment of 
up-to-the-minute designs in Inlaid Linoflor and the 
handsome colors in Marbelle Linoflor also are im- 
portant features that are appreciated by consumers. 

FELT-BASE RUGS AND PIECE GOODS 

Safety-Back — Armstrong's Quaker Floor Covering 
also has the exclusive Safety-Back which makes it 
possible to paste felt-base floor covering direct to wood 
floors, and to be able to remove it later, simply, easily, 
and without damage to the subfloor. 

Extra-wide Goods — Both Armstrong's Quaker and 
Standard Rugs and Floor Covering are made in ex- 
clusive twelve-foot widths. This results in the better 
fitting of more rooms with felt-base rugs, and in seam- 
less floors for a larger number of rooms. 

Novelty and Picture Rugs — All Armstrong pattern's 
are distinctive, but the Quaker Map and Play Rugs 
have an especially wide appeal. 

Mellow Tone Marbling — By an exclusive process, 
the marble effects in Armstrong's Quaker Line have a 
new realism, quite unlike ordinary marbling in felt-base. 

Jaspe-like patterns — Another new process was 
developed by Armstrong to obtain the effect of Jaspe 
linoleum in several Standard Floor Covering patterns. 

MASTIC ARMOFLOR 

Mastic Armoflor, an exclusive and entirely different 
basic flooring material, is described on page 337. This 
long-lasting, easily-maintained flooring consists of a 
calendered mastic mix keyed to a backing of tough 
asphalt-saturated felt. It is pasted direct to the sub- 
floor without the use of lining felt of any kind. 

LINOWALL 

Several distinctive Linowall patterns — plain pastel 
colorings, dark colorings suitable for wainscoting, 
walnut, pine, soft burled pastel patterns, and em- 
bossed tile effects — are exclusive Armstrong develop- 
ments and are found in no other line of wall coverings. 
In addition to these style advantages, Linowall has 
many other features that endow it with wide popular 
appeal. It is a truly washable and waterproof wall 
covering that can be quickly and safely cleaned by 
rubbing it with a damp cloth. It is flexible and can be 
curved around inside and outside corners, or from the 
wall onto the ceiling without unsightly seams. It costs 
only about half as much as other permanent materials. 
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PELT-LAYER METHOD 

Having developed a top-quality product, Armstrong 
developed the felt-layer method of installing it. This 
development played an important part in helping to 
establish linoleum as an attractive and dependable 
flooring for all types of structures and has contributed 
largely to the broadening use of linoleum all over the 
house in the residential market. This is the only 
method that has been tested by more than twenty 
years of service in homes and busy buildings. It pro- 
duces a better flooring job because Armstrong's Green 
Lining Felt, which has more "give" than linoleum, 
protects the linoleum from splitting and cracking 
when wood subfloors expand or contract. 

Lining felt is also desirable because it conceals 
the outline of the floor boards; makes the floor quieter, 
warmer, and more restful. In addition, the use of 
lining felt simplifies removal and re-use of the linoleum. 
This is important to occupants of rented properties.

Created by the 
Armstrong Bureau of Interior Decoration with the 
same skill, taste, and care that are employed in pro- 
ducing exclusive designs for the finest homes, these 
Linosets have wide appeal from the standpoint of 
economy. Furnished with all the parts bound in place, 
they can be inserted in the field linoleum as a unit, f 
simply by cutting out a square or circle of the same . 
size. No intricate measuring, scribing, or cutting is 
required; and there is no waste of material or time. A 
wide assortment of smart designs is available for use 
in many commercial areas as well as in homes. 

Ready- Cut Linosets are supplied in Heavy, Medium, 
and Standard Gauges, but they may be used with 
/{ e" or ^ mm. linoleum by building them up to the 
proper level with lining felt. They may also be beveled 
at the edges and inserted in Armstrong's Linowall, 

DIE-CUT LINOSETS 

Die-Cut Linosets, made with Armstrong's Custom- 
Craft Dies, permit the creation of Linosets which are 
more highly individualized than Ready- Cut Linosets, 
but which can be produced quickly by any good lino- 
leum mechanic. The ten die shapes form thousands of 
artistic effects, a few of which are shown on page 19. 

The complete outfit consists of ten dies, a pounding 
plate, and a hammer, packed in a strong maple chest. 

DESIGNS CUT WITH UNIVERSAL SCRIBER 

Where utmost originality is required, special designs 
can be planned by architects, decorators, owners, or 
the Armstrong Bureau of Interior Decoration, and cut 
to order either at the Armstrong factory or by the 
linoleum mechanic. Where the latter method is em- 
ployed, Armstrong's Universal Scriber will be found to 
be an invaluable tool, since — in addition to performing 
various kinds of scribing — it cuts %" to 7'1" circles, 
and straight or circular Linostrips 34" to 6" wide.

To meet the demand for larger-sized rugs, Arm- 
strong installed special exclusive equipment for the 
manufacture of bigger, easy-to-clean Quaker Rugs. 
Now they can be obtained in two extra-large sizes — 
12 x 12 and 12 x 15 feet. These larger rugs, which are 
made only by Armstrong, fit into average size rooms 
much more attractively and cut down floor upkeep as 
well. The extra cost for a 12 x 12 -foot or a 12 x 15 -foot 
Quaker Rug as compared with a 9 x 12 -foot rug is 
small, and the advantages of the larger rug far out- 
weigh the slight difference in price. 

EXTRA-WIDE FLOOR COVERING 

Since a felt-base floor normally shows wear first at 
the seams, it is obvious that a seamless floor, or one 
with a minimum of seams, has a strong appeal for the 
consumer. Furthermore, homemakers know that seams 
usually make housekeeping harder. 

Both Quaker and Standard Floor Covering are 
available in the full four-yard width. Merchants and 
consumers alike appreciate this exclusive feature be- 
cause it means that floors may be covered in a more 
workmanlike manner. In many cases the greater width 
permits seamless one-piece installations on floors 
which formerly would have required two strips of 



material. The elimination of matching waste is another 
advantage of Quaker and Standard Floor Covering in 
creating seamless floors. Frequently, a one-piece floor 
can be made to cover two adjoining rooms without a 
seam by using 12 -foot -wide floor covering. 

SAFETY-BACK 

Another exclusive Armstrong feature — Safety-Back 
on Quaker Floor Covering — also is appreciated by 
merchants and customers. This backing, as pointed 
out above, makes it possible to paste felt-base floor 
covering direct to wood floors and to remove it at any 
time without damaging the subfloor. When felt-base 
is pasted down, loose edges and overlapped seams are 
eliminated and a better installation is obtained. With 
ordinary felt-base, pasting direct to wood floors with 
all its advantages, is highly impractical because the 
goods will not come loose without great difficulty 
when the time comes for removal. Quaker Floor 
Covering with Safety-Back eliminates that problem 
and permits the material to be pasted down and easily 
removed later. Safety-Back also makes it unnecessary r 
for the mechanic to return to the job to retrim the 
goods. Safety-Back on Quaker Floor Covering may be 
identified by its mottled red coloring. 

PRODUCTS DEFINED 

Since some persons occasionally become confused,, 
between linoleum and felt-base, the following brief 
definitions may be of assistance to them in making 
clear the difference between linoleum and felt-base. 

Linoleum is a mixture of oxidized linseed oil, finely 
ground cork, resins, fillers, and color pigments pressed 
on a burlap backing. In Inlaid linoleum, the colors run 
all the way through to the burlap backing. In Printed 
linoleum, the colors are printed on a plain linoleum 
surface with high gloss paints, but the backing is also 
burlap. Felt-base floor covering may be easily dis- 
tinguished from Printed linoleum because its backing 
is not burlap but a special type of flooring felt made 
from selected rag fibres. 

GOODS CAREFULLY MADE 

While Armstrong's Felt-Base goods are less ex- 
pensive than Armstrong's Linoleum, the same con- 
scientious care goes into the making of felt -base as 
into linoleum. Raw materials are the best obtainable. 
Chemists test these ingredients daily. If any material 
falls below Armstrong's rigid standards, it is rejected. 
Armstrong workmen know their jobs and have had 
years of experience making felt-base. They take pride 
in their work, and that pride is reflected in the quality 
products sold under the Quaker and Standard labels.

fastened to the wall and runs between the other 
metal parts, so that its upper edge conceals the raw 
edge of the linoleum that is coved up to it. This piece 
of linoleum may butt to the field linoleum several 
inches from the wall line; and it is fastened in place 
with adhesive after it has been carefully scribed to 

fit neatly to the various 
metal parts. The illustra- 
tion at left shows how 
simple, sanitary, and at- 
tractive this type of con- 
struction is. At vertical 
corners, preformed metal 
corner pieces, available 
in the same colors as the 
binding strip, protect the 
linoleum from bumping.

The metal binding strip, end stops, inside corner 
pieces, and the fillet strip that are used with Arm- 
strong's Flash Type Cove and Base may also be em- 
ployed when linoleum is used to cover drainboards and 
cabinets.

HOW TO USE THIS TABLE FOR ROUGH ESTIMATES 



EXAMPLE : To find the square yardage of a room 
11 3^ feet long and 13 ]/ 2 feet wide, find \\y 2 feet 
in the top row of figures, and 133^ feet in the leftmost 
row. These rows join at the box marked 17J^, which 
represents the area of the room in square yards 
and approximately the amount of material required. 
These yardage figures are accurate enough for quick 



estimates when a customer asks, " About how much 
will it cost?" They should not be considered a final 
estimate, however, because they do not include waste 
for cutting and matching pattern, nor do they allow 
for special work such as Linosets, Linostrips, or bor- 
ders. How to prepare an accurate working estimate is 
explained in our "Handbook for Linoleum Mechanics."

The first form — the Measure Sheet — makes it easy 
and convenient for the measurer to report all facts 
that will be required by the estimator, including a 
sketch of the job and a review of special work or 
special materials required to complete the job. The 
Estimate Sheet makes it impossible to overlook the 
cost of sundries, travel, overhead, and other factors, 
often forgotten. The Installation Sheet, in addition to 
furnishing a list of materials and instructions to the 
mechanic, also contains a time report that permits the 
merchant to compare the efficiency of his laying crews 
and detect whether labor is a source of profit or loss.
